The use of “such as” is
inappropriate since it implies greater efficacy than suppoxted by the submitted efﬁcacy study
data. Additional label clarifications are lequued

On page 9, the proposed label for Wedge Dlsmfectant indicates: “sanitizes [TV} [DVD] [Video
Game] remote controls.” The proposed label does not have sanitizing use-directions to support
the sanitizing marketing claim. Additional sanitizing directions for use are required.

Influenza virus Type-A2 Strain: A/Hong Kong/8/68 has an ATCC number of VR-544

The submitted data and data on ﬁle are madequate to support the label claims. Please have the
applicant submitted the following:
